While no intima- 
tion is contained in the note as to what action ^'ill be taken by the' 
United States to enforce her demands, it is said here that unless the, 
government is permited to send food to starving civilians in Hex-' 
ico, the food trains will be cseorted by armed forces.

but the use of ihe X-iay led to 
the discovery of the rubber and 
the unfolding of the plot, now lab 
eled as a conspiracy to defraud 
the rnit'-fl Slates. 


The (ivc men accused are Harry 


Salomnn, a lieutenant in Ihe Ger- 
man army, now hero on a fur- 
lough, Albert Salomau, an Amer- 
ican citizen, bolh members of Said 
man Brothers & Co., oi this city; 
Kiau/ Rosenberg, an Austrian, 
who has a. business in Hanover, 
Germany; Sigmimd Karman, of 
Budapest, and Albert D..Newman, 
of Brooklyn. 


Thf shipment of the rubber by 


Rosenberg and Karman is admit- 
ted by the two men, through thoir 
counsel, Townc & Spellman, and 
their explanation is that they 
were not aware that, they were 
violating any law. In fact, they 
assert they have committed no mo 
ral wrong. The 
two Salomails 


stanchly insist they arc innocent. 


While classed as technical viola- 


tions of the customs laws, the acts 
charged alvo arc considered by fed 
eial officials to be violations of 
American neutrality.

Washington, May 2o.—A call by 


the Italian government even upon 
Italians in the United States who 
have been naturalized to enroll for 
limitary sei-vice, is iregarded by 
the officials here as warranted be- 
cause there is no naturalization 
treaty between Italy and the Unit- 
ed States, and 
consequently no 


mutual agreement that citizens of 
each country may expatriate them 
selves. 


The Italian government has no 


\\a> oi compelling Mieh nauuaii/.- 
od eitixcns to return to Italy, but 
if they do not respond to the call, 
they are subject to se\ere penal- 
ties if later on they should fall 
under Italian jurisdiction. 


In Xow York, where it is esti- 


mated that there are 12ri,UOO Ital- 
ians of military age, a call 
was 


published m the newspapers of 
that language today, signed by G. 
Para Forni. Italian consul general. 
More than 4,000 have already en- 
rolled, and war spiiil is running 
high among the men of military 
age. 


Guilo Botoynesi, Italian consul 


at Chicago, has received orders 
for the immediate registration of 
Italian reservists between the ages 
of 21 and ;i9, and headquarters 
will be opened tomorrow.

At Philadelphia, more than T,-

PROBE NEBRASKAN DISASTER. 


Many Believe American VesBsl Ran 


Into Floating Mine. 


Liverpool, May 30—Examination of 


the hull of the Anierican steamer Ne 
braskan, which was damaged by a 
mysterious explosion oft the irlah 
coast on Tuesday night, was begun 
here by iepresentatlves of the United 
States and British governments, to de- 
termine whether or not she had been 
torpedoed. 


The whole bow of the Nebraskaa 


•was almost torn to pieces and there 
is a hole through tne steel plating bte 
enough "to put a freight car through." 
to use the words of Captain J. S. 
Greene, master of the vessel. 


On account of the natuic of the 


damapc. many persons are now inclin- 
ing toward the belief t.iat the ship ran 
head on upf>n a floating mine

there are just as many other* v.lio 
staunchly support the theory that the 
Nebraskan was torpedoed by a sub- 
marine. 


Report Features Torpedo Theory. 
Washington, May 30.—The state de- 


partment received fr6m Ambassador 
Pas;e, at London, a preliminary report 
on the Nebraskan case. It was based 
on an examination of the ship by Lieu- 
tenant Towers, naval attar-he of the 
London embassy 
Its 
<-nief feature 


was that the Xebraskan's chi<-f ougi- 
nwr stack to his story that he saw a 
white streak in the water perpendicu- 
lar to the ship and on toe starboard 
Fide and that almost immediately 
afterward the shock of the explosion 
was felt. Tliis seernea to bear out the 
torpedo theory.

Year after yc;ir many farmors 


milk cows lhat do not pay ior tho 
food that 1hf-y cat. Tow tostin^ 
associations assist tho fanner in 
finding out those cows that cost 
him money to koep ami those thai 
are making money for him. Some 
cows .start their lactation period 
with a heavy milk flow hut . oon 
drop '-" ••- v > 
-y ordinary flow. Oth- 


er cows give a more regular flow 
throughout (lie year. 
At the end 


of (lie year the latter cows will 
have proli.'ibly produced f h e most 
rnilk, but the fanner very often 
will consider the cmv.s that staited 
well Ihe most 
profitable. 
The 


main purpose of cow testing asso- 
cintinn-i is to enable their members 
to hire a tester to keep records 
which, in practice, it is almost im- 
possible lor farmers to keep for 
themselves. 
Another feature of 


the tester's work is to work out 
for tho farmers the most econom- 
ical rations for their herds. The 
expense to the members of tho as- 
sociation will he $1.50 per year 
for each cow in their herds. 


To many farmers, it may seem 


unnecessary to hire a man to do 
work which they are perfectly cap 
able of doing. Many farmers are 


unquestionable able to do this 
work bul it is unlikely that, dur- 
ing the pressure of farm work, 
Ihey w i l l do it.

amount to charge for roughage
